INTRODUCTIONS : 

The  Committee  on  African  American  Parity  (CAAP)  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  Larry  Martin  who  opened  the  meeting  with 
introductions .  Mr.  Martin  welcomed  the  new  committee  members: 
Delvin   Williams,    George  Mix,    and  Earl    White. 

The  meeting  proceeded  with  Mr.   Martin  who  gave  a  brief  overview  of 
CAAP's  history  along  with  Mr.    Ed  Lee  and  Ms.    Panetta  Scott  both  of 
whom     gave     a     brief     review    of     their     role     with     respect     to     the 
activities   of   the  project. 
ITEMS   OF   DISCUSSION: 

The  committee  discussed  the  proposed  changes  to  be  made  in  the 
Mayor's  Public  Statement  which  will  be  prepared  by  Mr.  Michael 
Harris  and  submitted   to   the  Mayor's   Office   in  a   timely  manner. 

AIRPORT /GENEVA    TOWERS    WORKPLAN: 

Mr.  Lee  updated  the  committee  on  the  status  of  the  proposed 
workplan  using  the  Airport  and  Geneva  Towers  as  models  for  creating 
employment  and  entrepreneurial  opportunities  for  African  Americans. 
Mr.  Lee  submitted  to  the  committee  a  copy  of  the  "Economic  Impact" 
prepared  by  Andrew  Jeanpierre .  In  addition,  Mr.  Lee  stated  that  a 
representative  from  Hud  will  be  at  the  next  meeting  to  speak  on 
issues   relative   to   the   Geneva    Towers   Complex. 

IMPLEMENTATION   OF    CAAP   RECOMMENDATIONS: 

Mr.  Martin  stated  that  the  discussion  of  the  implementation  of 
recommendations  in  "The  Unfinished  Agenda"  will  be  deferred  until 
the  committee  received  the  information  from  Noel  Day  of  Polaris 
Research  and  Development.  In  addition,  Mr.  Martin  informed  the 
committee  that  they  will  be  receiving  a  signed  copy  of  the 
legislation  upon  receipt  from  Ms.  Gaynell  Armstrong  of  Supervisor 
Kennedy ' s   Offi ce .

Statement  bv  Mavor  Jordan  on  the  unfinished  Agenda 
The  Unfinished  Agenda  is  a  comprehensive  study  produced  by  The 
Committee  on  African  American  Parity  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
of  San  Francisco.  It  has  revealed  some  troubling  trends  in  the  San 
Francisco  community. 

The  African  American  population  in  the  City  declined  steadily 
since  1970.   (88,343  in  1970   to  76,343  in  1990) 

In  1970  the  average  income  of  African  Americans  was  60.1%  of 
whites,  by  1990  it  was  down  to  45.1%. 

The  number  and  size  of  African  American  owned  businesses  in 
the  City  decreased  between  1982  and  1987  (most  recent  figures) 

In  1970  White  unemployment  was  7.0%  and  African  American 
unemployment  was  13.0%,  by  1990  White  unemployment  was  5.0% 
while  African  American  unemployment  had  grown  to  16.0%. 

A  study  commissioned  by  the  City  indicates  that  the  extent  of 
undercontracting  by  San  Francisco  public  agencies  is 
indicative  of  discrimination  in  a  number  of  instances. 

I  strongly  feel  that  San  Francisco  rauEt  maintain  a  strong,  healthy 
and  productive  African  American  community.  I  am  hereby  committing 
the  necessary  resources  to  improve  this  situation. 

In  the  short  term,  I  will  by  December  1  1993: 

1.  Assure  that  every  City  Commission  that  has  a  major  impact 
on  African  Americans  has  at  least  one  African  American 
appointee. 

2.  Form  an  interdepartmental  task  force  that  will  respond  in 
summary,  by  January  15,  1994,  how  those  departments  will 
implement  the  recommendations  of  Th.%  . Unfinished^ Aggnfia  . 

3.  Announce  In  conjunction  with  the  African  American 
community  a  model  program  -  in  the  Bay view  -  designed, 
along  with  other  activities,  to  reverse  the  cityvida 
outward  flow  of  the  City's  African  American  population. 

4.  Ensure  more  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  City's 
MBE/WBE/LBE  ordinance  so  that  African  American  businesses 
obtain  City  contracts.
